BIOMEDICAL  COMMUNICATIONS  RECOGNIZED 
Our  Division  of  Biomedical  Communications,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Surgery,  was  recently  awarded  "Recognition" 
by  the  Accreditation  Review  Committee  for  the 
Medical  Illustrator  (ARC-MI)  of  the  Association  of 
Medical  Illustrators  (AMI).  Representatives  of  ARC- 
MI  and  the  American  Medical  Association  (AMA) 
conducted  an  on-site  review  of  the  BMC  program  in 
December  1992.  The  B. Sc. BMC  program  was  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  in  complete  compliance  with  the  "Essen¬ 
tials  for  an  Accredited  Educational  Program  for  the 
Medical  Illustrator  in  North  America".  The  review 
team,  consisting  of  educators  from  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  AMA,  judged  the  level  of  quality  of  the 
faculty,  the  instruction,  the  curriculum  design,  and 
the  students'  output  as  equivalent  to  present-day 
accredited  master’s  degree  programs  in  medical  illus¬ 
tration  in  the  United  States  (BMC  is  the  only  Canadi¬ 
an  program). 

NEW  POLICY  ON  ENDOWED  CHAIRS 
Governing  Council  recently  approved  a  revised  policy 
on  Endowed  Chairs,  Professorships,  Lectureships, 
and  Programs.  Guidelines  for  joint  chairs  (those 
established  with  affiliated  institutions  such  as  teach¬ 
ing  hospitals)  were  included  for  the  first  time.  Two 
such  chairs,  the  Tory  Family  Chair  in  Oncology  at 
Sunnybrook  Health  Science  Centre  and  a  Chair  in 
Medicine  at  St.  Michael's  Hospital,  were  recently 
approved  under  this  new  policy.  This  revised  policy 
attempts  to  create  a  climate  to  encourage  private 
gifts,  in  line  with  our  University's  increased  emphasis 
on  development. 

AFFILIATION  AGREEMENTS  TO  BE  REVISED 
The  University  of  Toronto  and  TAHSC  (Toronto 
Academic  Health  Science  Council)  have  formed  a 
joint  committee  to  recommend  a  model  University- 
Hospital  Affiliation  Agreement.  Members  of  the 
committee  representing  the  University  are  Arnie 
Aberman,  Dot  Pringle  (Dean,  Faculty  of  Nursing),  and 
Richard  Ten  Cate  (Vice  Provost,  Health  Sciences). 
Representing  TAHSC  are  Peter  Ellis  (CEO,  Sunny¬ 
brook  Health  Science  Centre),  Alan  Hudson  (CEO, 
The  Toronto  Hospital),  and  David  Martin  (CEO,  Hospi¬ 
tal  For  Sick  Children). 

LEYERLE  WORKING  GROUP  ISSUES  FIRST  REPORT 
The  Leyerle  Working  Groups  issued,  on  December  22, 
1992,  a  preliminary  report.  The  Working  Groups, 
formed  in  response  to  the  report  of  the  Presidential 
Commission  on  the  Future  of  Health  Care  in  Ontario 
(Ten  Cate  Report),  are  addressing  four  questions: 
What  should  the  Reporting  Structure  of  the  Health 
Science  Faculties  be?;  How  can  the  Health  Science 
Faculties  work  more  closely  together  to  better 


accomplish  the  University's  mission  of  research  and 
education?;  Should  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  be  re¬ 
structured?  and  Should  the  University  establish  a 
Bachelor  of  Health  Sciences  degree?  A  second  report 
will  be  issued  in  March/April. 

EXTERNAL  REVIEWS 

External  reviews  of  two  of  our  units  are  scheduled  for 
February  -  the  Department  of  Medical  Genetics 
(February  22  and  23)  and  the  Division  of  Physical 
Therapy  (February  25  and  26).  Barbara  Sutton  of  the 
Dean's  Office  (978-6500)  is  responsible  for  organiz¬ 
ing  our  Faculty's  external  reviews  which  are  usually 
held  at  the  end  of  a  Chair's  or  Director's  term  of 
office. 

NATIVE  HEALTH  PROGRAM  SPOTLIGHTED 
The  January  25  issue  of  The  Varsity  had  a  news 
feature  on  our  programs  for  Aboriginal  Peoples.  The 
Faculty  has  a  program  to  encourage  Aboriginal  appli¬ 
cants  to  the  M.D.  program.  Chan  Shah  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Preventive  Medicine  and  Biostatistics 
organizes  an  Annual  Visiting  Lectureship  on  Native 
Health.  The  Department  of  Family  And  Community 
Medicine  has  developed  a  number  of  initiatives  includ¬ 
ing  an  Aboriginal  Health  Fellowship  for  residents  with 
a  particular  interest  in  aboriginal  health.
